Reference AA 
corresponds to German OS 198 07 758, which was identified and discussed at page 2 of the 
specification. 

The remaining references were cited during prosecution of foreign applications 
corresponding to the present United States application. For the English language references, no 
further commentary is necessary. An English translation of Reference AM is not readily 
available to the Applicants. Reference AM discloses a semiconductor light emitter composed 
of a semiconductor body, in the form of a plate, which has an exposed, open surface at one side 
with grooves or trenches therein.
